"I am with the people of Cal 
ifornia in their efforts to prevent these 
aliens from acquiring land and im 
poveristiing; ,our country for a hun 
dred .generations."

There is a lesson taught by the out- 


come of the Belgian strike that can 
not fail to be remembered. 'The Chris- 
tian Science Monitor treats the" mat- 
ter 'in the following manner in an edi- 
torial of recent date. 


"The decision of the strike council 


at :the Maison du Peuple in Brussels 
to declare the general strike a.t an end 
brings to a close one of tbe most re- 
markable /political incidents of mod- 
ern times. . The. general strike ...was 
certainly not .general, and it had noth- 
ing to do with the economic questions 
which it is usual to connect with a 
strike. 
It was not .general because 


the Catholic unions took no part in it. 
It was not economic because .its .'aims 
were purely political and had no con- 
nection with anything industrial.
